BLEACHING POWDER TALKED 
OF IN CHEMICAL SOCIETY 

Mr. Kirkpatrick Addresses Third Meeting in McDonald Building 

on Subject 



The McOlll Chemical Society held 
its thirl meeting for the year in the 
McDonald Chemistry and Mining 
Building, 

The subject under discussion was 
"bleaching powder ami the effect <>r 
air ami carbon dioxide ,>n the blench' 
Ins proi ess." 

Mr. Robert Klrlcpatrli K reviewed 
several recent papers on this subject. 

Among 'he points brought out were 
the following: When bleai blng powder 
is treated with mulct carbon dioxide, 
there Is u strong evolution of chlorine 
which Is entirely free from hypoehlor- 
ous add. If the carbon dioxide 1s

Dry air on jdeachlng solutions gave 
rise ni small amounts of hypochlorous 
aeid but no chlorine.

The probable explanation of this is 
that the iietlon of bleaching powder on 
water is reversible ami that the car- 
bon dioxide of tin air removes the 
lime produced with the chlorine so

the meeting adjourned.

Nevada Undergraduates Not 
Easily Persuaded to Re- 
Organize Council 



Reno Nov. II.— After a contest in- 
cluding the exchange of a few person- 
alities, students of the University of 
Nevada, voted al a meeting recently 
to reorganize the student government, 

Under the old system the students' 
executive committee considered ques- 
tions pertaining to athletics, but paid 
no attention to class disputes and other 
problems. 

L'ndcr the now system the Student 
Council will resolve itself Into a pub- 
licity bureau, an employment bureau, 
an arbitration committee or anything 
else needful. 

Last year committees were appoint- 
ed which conferred by letter with 50 
oilier universities and colleges and se- 
cured copies of constitutions of other 
student organizations. Tney reported 
at length Inwards the end of the year 
and early this fall the question of 
adopting their report and recommenda- 
tions came before the student body. 
Through the efforts of those opposed 
the resolutions were tabled, lo be tan- 
in up again, whi n another Ineffective 
effort was made to have the résolu, 
tions tabled,

ir of a n-.v Students' Council. 

Under the new plan the Student 
Council is made up of two representa- 
tives from each class in college, the 
président of each class, the edllor of 
the Sagebrush, the editor of the Arte- 
mlstla and the president of the stu- 
dent body.

Former Ambassador Bryce and President Fauncc of Brown 
University, the one speaking in London and the other in Boston, re- 
cently happened on the same day to touch upon the same theme. 
The retired diplomat warned his British and American hearers, 
but especially the former, that they could hardly gauge with safety 
the real attitude of the United Sttates toward Great Britain by the 
reports cabled to the British press. Correspondents, he said, "inevit- 
ably heighten color." The American educator, just home from a 
tour of Asia, lamented the fact that oriental readers of daily news- 
papers, printed in English or in the vernacular, were told by the 
news distributing agencies of only the crimes, scandals and deeds of 
misgovernment of citizens of the republic. The higher, nobler, con- 
structive side of American life they had no opportunity of knowing 
through ordinary journalistic channels. 

These two witnesses to a condition of affairs which has only to 
be stated to be deplored, are but voicing the thoughts of an ever- 
increasing number of persons who have travelled, who have some- 
thing more than a local horizon, and who realize the baneful effect 
upon international relations of the distorted perspective of many 
journalists and venders of news, whose output passes beyond na- 
tional and continental boundaries. Nor is this solicitude confined to 
the laity. Responsible statesmen are aware of the difficulties creat- 
ed by incessant distortion of actual conditions in lands beyond seas 
or lands nearby, as the case may be. Often the wisest and most dis- 
interested policies of state may be thwarted by popular resistance, 
which in turn is based on wrong inferences due to misinformation 
concerning the country with which alliance or common action is de- 
sired. 

Happily there are signs of appreciation by an educated, travel- 
led and cosmopolitan public whenever a journal, whether occident- ^QQ(q[ SCVVtCC COUfSQ 
al or oriental, endeavors on its own account to provide an interna- 
tional news service that has some sense of proportion and that regis- 
ters words and deeds which make for constructive civilization. This 
style of newspaper is not often seen, however, either in Canada or 
the United States. Many of the daily papers on this continent arc 
distinctly "yellow" and the great majority can at best only be class- 
ed as doubtful. There are a few notable exceptions which have 
been developed in recent years however, and these are undoubtedly 
the pioneers in a movement which will in time become almost univer- 
sal. There will always be journals run on the principle of giving 
the public what it wants or what the editor thinks it wants. In these 
cases, however, those directing the policy of the sensational sheets 
will be catering to a section of society which with the spread of edu- 
cation and its attendant benefits is gradually becoming smaller.

The withdrawal of several students has been requested by the 
registrar for non-compliance with certain regulations requiring that 
every frehsman undergo a physical examination on entering the Uni- 
versity. These students have only themselves to blame. The regu- 
lations are plainly stated in the calendar, and were repeatedly 
given publicity in hte columns of the "Daily." When the date on 
which these examinations were supposed to have been concluded ar- 
rived, and it was found that all the freshmen had not reported, the 
time was extended and letters were sent out advising the delinquents 
of the necessity of observing the rules. Later on, more letters were 
sent. Unfortunately for the students in question, however, no at- 
tention was paid to these warnings and it is now necessary to pay 
the penalty of their carelessness. 



In another column of this issue is published a letter dealing 
with the question of the new McGill Song Book which it was pro- 
posed to publish two years ago. The scheme, for various reasons, 
seems to have fallen through for the present but if possible, steps 
should be taken to ensure the production of such a book in the near 
future. Almost every University, whether large or small has its 
book of songs. McGill has many pieces which, if collected and 
placed under one cover would make a song-book equal to any in 
America. It is unfortunate, indeed, that they cannot be procured in 
one volume.

The 
la 1 1er course Is Intended to mcot the 
needs of sludrnis, social workers, and 
others who arc Interested In the pro- 
blems of sanitation and public health, 
mid will Include the study of the follow- 
ing subject*: Air and Ventilation, 
water supply, housing, refuse disposal, 
drainage, food supplies, preventable 
diseuse.», vital statistics, administ m lion. 

This Is of the nature of extension 
work, luit il may encourage students 
to take later a more fully elaborated 
nurse, and it may result In a demand 
particularly on the part of women for 
a course giving the sound scientific 
social and economic training necessary 
t» adequate equipment for employment 
In the Public Health Servi -e. 

Undoubtedly there ate already signs 
of a need and demand In Montreal for 
the development of university teaching 
to provide definitely for Ihe education 
of the social worker. 1 1 should not 
be long before Mctllll co-operated in 
a scheme of Instruction ami training 
such iih that In operation In Boston, 
maintained by Harvard University and 
Simmons' College. 

The aim of such a course is to in- 
' rease the number of available and *f- 
ticleni persons ikiM or volunteers, who 
In facing problems of need and of so- 
cial Determent sliall^Tk for cure and

work in the various 
tho faculty of Arts. 

A general claim can l«e made that 
every course of university instruction 
must be preparing the "open mind" 
and the "accurate mind" that are need* 
ed for sc iai work,- the mind that will 
.study "th at things are" and "how they 
are" before coming to conclusions as 
to "why they uro." 

But beyond this It would not be 
difficult to show that In various ways 
tho university training given to stu- 
dents brines them closely Into touch 
I with those suble ts which occupy the 
student of Sociology and the worker 
In various fields of social service. 

The study or humanity. Whether in 
the Individual,' in the social group, or 
In Ihe nation, contributes to the right 
understanding of social problems of 
all ages, and the university study of 
the humanities is to-day again and 
again touching upon spécifie questions 
which are perplexing the contemporary 
worker. 

in the Department ,,r Philosophy 
alone it would be dirrh ult to enumer- 
ate courses which failed to concern 
themselves with some phase of the so- 
cial problems. It may be uffirmed for 
example that in the study „r Psychology 
which deals with the springs nf human 
action, the Impulses and motives which 
sustain menial and Ivodlly activity and 
regulate conduct, the student conies 
directly Into touch with such subjects 
as Mental deficiency, social Inefficiency 
and i rime, and Is engaged In the dis- 
cussion of such topics as emigration 
and penal systems as hearing 
them. 

Again In Ihe Department of Botany 
such a course as that entitled "Qene- 
tlcs" Includes (be discussion of bio 
logical principles underlying the sub- 
jects of heredity and environment. 

It seems hardly necessary to insist 
that such courses as those announced 
by the Department of Economics and 
Political Sclcnte "liconomic factors in

I am sure 
that all the members or Ihe original 
Committee who arc now graduates 
would he only too willing to co-oper- 
ate with such » committee.
